ELECTION OF SENATORS 


PEOPLE. 


BY TUE 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


News of Importance From 


Home and Abroad. 


The Legislatures of very many Stales, in 


compliance with the popular wish, uiemor- 
ializ-a Congress to submit an amendment 
lo the Constitution to the people to provide 
lot the election of United Statea Senators 
by popular voto. The rumors afloat oou- 
cerning the election of a successor to Sen- 
ator Hearst in California, will emphasize 
the demand for a change, and the nest 
Congress will doubtless propose the amend- 
ment. Many of the prominent members of 
the next House of Representatives are 
known to be in favor of the proposed 
change, and if the House adopts the meas- 
ure the Senate cannot refuse, as it would 
be an admission on the part of the Senators 
that they relied more on money to inHuenoe 
Legislatures than on their popularity with 
the people. 


It is generally balieved by the people of 


California, and the newspapers, both Re- 
publican and Democratic, confirm the be- 
lief, that the Senatorship was for sale to 
the best bidder for cash. Wholesale brib- 
ery is charged and the telegraph has circu- 
lated the report throughout the East. The 
New York and Philadelphia papers speak 
of the balloting as the " Senatorial auction" 
and proclaimed upon the most reliable au- 
thority from Sacramento that dummies 
would be voted for from day to day till the 
"sack " appeared and decided the contest. 


This condition of affairs cannot be toler- 


ated much longer if we are to maintain a 
republican form of government. 
The peo- 


ple cannot afford to elect men to the Legis- 
lature, and pay them from the public treas- 
ury, for the purpose of giving them oppor- 
tunity to sell their votes for a United States 
Senator. 
It matters little in Nevada, 


which has but a few thousand voters,vrhether 
Senators are elected by direct vote of the 
people or not, but in the populous States 
it does make a material difference. 
In the 


great State of Illinois General Palmer was 
the nominee of his party and only lacked 
two votes ol having a majority in joint con- 
vention of the Legislature. The corrupt 
expenditure of money would doubtless 
have secured him those votes or elected 
somebody else, but a majority of ihe peo- 
ple had decided in his favor at the polls, 
and the Democratic members of the Legis- 
lature were pledged to abide by the popular 
will. 


As the method of determining the popu- 


lar choice for Senator adopted by the Illi- 
nois Democrats does not meet with favor 
in Republican conventions, and is not 
adopted by Democrats in other States, to 
prevent recurrences of the Calilornia Sena- 
torial auction, the change proposed should 
be made so that the people, by direct vote, 
can «ay who shall represent them in the 
United States Senate.

COMPLETED. 


The Fifteenth Session of tbe Nevada 


Legislature expired by constitutional limi- 
tation last night. Never before was a Leg- 
islative body convened in Nevada so rigidly 
pledged to economy and reform, and never 
before one which did less to redeem its 


1 pledges. At the outset it showed utter 


contempt for the will of the majority of the 
electors of the Slate, by repudiating tbe 
demand of that majority, constitutionally 
expressed, to call a Convention to revise 
the Constitution. When in session forty 
days its defender, the Territorial Enter- 
prise, could not namo u single act of ben- 
efit to the people that it bad passed. Its 
disregard of the popular will was only 
equaled 
by 
the 
repudiation of 
the 


pledges 
it 
made 
to 
the 
people 


to 
correct 
abuses 
and 
reduce 
ex- 


penses. 
Assuming that it was better 


qualified to change the Constitution than 
men whom the people might select ex 
clusively for that purpose, it proposed 
numerous amendments to that instrument 
It created a State Board of Assessors, with 
full and exclusive power to fix tbe valua- 
tion of a certain class of property, without 
consulting local Assessors or Boards of 
Equalization It accomplished nothing in 
the way of consolidating State offices, or 
abolishing deputies, who receive fat sala- 
ries for doing the work of principals, and 
inaugurated no reforms except one to limit 
the next session of the Legislature to less 
time than is prescribed by the Constitu- 
tion. 


What legislation has been enacted was 


accomplished in the last fifteen days. It is 
mostly of local importance, the principal 
exception being the secret ballot 
Aot, 


which is intended to purify elections by 
preventing bos-» s aud vote buyers from 
ascertaining what ticket an individual 
voted. 


That there were true and faithful repre- 


sentatives of the people, men who con- 
scientiously endeavored to redeem their 
pledges, in the Fifteenth Session of the 
Legislature, there is no doubt, bat they 
bad to contend with a boss-governed 
majority, which acquired for itself the un- 
enviable distinction of being tho first, last 
and only legislative body ever convened in 
the State or on the coast, that refused to 
canvasn the votes of the people, because 
the bosses so decreed. 
But its power for good or evil has ceased, 


its race is run, its career closed, and its bis- 
tory recorded, and "May we never huve it* 
like again" is the hope expressed by every 
good citizen.

The working •woman's sphere used to 


be confined chiefly to household -work. 
And It is a notable fact that in those 
days the newspapers eontadnedno stories 
about-women dying of starvation and 
overwork in tenement-houses. If any- 
body died from these causes it was a 
man. 
Descriptions of -the agonies-of starving 


workingwomen and their families are 
now a feature-of the penny papers. Only 
a few days ago a woman in Jersey-City 
who had worked in a big-tobacco fac- 
tory and was thrown-oufcof employment 
by her advanced years and inability to 
handle the tobacco leaf aa-deffly as the 
younger generation locked-herself up in 
her room to wait tin the pangsof hunger 
snapped the life cord. She almost suc- 
ceeded. 
Such an occurrence twenty years ago 


would have been commented upon by 
the newspapers and statesmen all over 
the country, and the philosophers would 
have philosophized to the extent of a 
book on the subject; but so common 
have such Events become in these days 
since "the extension of women's sphere" 
that they attract little or no attention. 
Perhaps some newspaper may, for the 
purpose of advertising itself, get up a 
subscription fund to buy a few necessa- 
ries for the support, but the average cit- 
izen reads the little story without emo- 
tion. It disturbs >"*" no more than a 
view of the dirty streets or a struggle to 
get a seat in an elevated train. 


WHERE WOMAN NEVES STARVES. 


And right here it may be asked, in 


view of the present condition of work- 
ingmen, "Has any one ever heard of n 
woman, sticking to the old limited 
sphere of working women—domestic 
service—suffering for lack of the neces- 
saries of life?" The newspapers record no 
such instances. One would be such a 
novelty that the ambition of the museum 
men to secure unheard of curiosities 
would be aroused. 


The fact is that the only women de- 


pendent on their daily work for subsist- 
ence who are comfortably situated, with 
a few exceptions, are the domestic serv- 
ants. All the thrifty ones have their 
bank accounts, and they don't know 
what it is to want for food or clothes. 
Moreover, their labor is comparatively 
light, and they have real homes. 


So thoroughly is this fact recognized 


that the societies devoted to improving 
the conditions of working women and 
helping them in their difficulties with 
employers exclude servants from their

Mrs. M. J. Creagh, superintendent of 


the Working Women's Protective union, 
gives the reason, as follows: 


"The working women in stores, fac- 


tories and offices need all the assistance 
the union can give, for they are the suffer- 
ers. Women who work as domestics 
may sometimes have reasonable grounds 
for complaint, but their condition is so 
Ear above that of the other working 
women that they can always get along 
comfortably. They can get places when- 
ever they wan t them, receive good wages, 
don't know what hunger is, and are well 
acquainted with the looks of a bank 
book. They don't need help. 


"It is this poor saleswoman, the over- 


worked factory girl and the sewing wom- 
an that has to be helped to live. 


MBS. CREAQH'S OPINION. 


"Considering tho board matter, they 


do not get one-half or one-third as much 
as the servants and have to work longer. 
Besides, they are often cheated out of 
their scant earnings. If they are sick 
for a time they lose their little pay, and 
perhaps their places are filled before they 
recover. The servant girl, on the other 
hand, gets her wages right along, and 
if she is in a good family she receives 
such medical and other attention as the 
store girl cannot receive. She is, in fact, 
settled, while her sisters in the world of 
business depend on their week's salary 
for food and lodging the following week, 
and a few days' sickness means to them 
starvation and inadequate attendance or 
a journey to a charity hospital. 


"Therefore this society gives all its at- 


tention to women outside of domestic 
service. As women go further and fur- 
ther into the business world vre have 
more to do than ever. Every day we 
have brought to our notice cases where 
rich employers try to beat women out of 
sums varying from twenty-five cents to 
$50. 


"The records here show, better than 


anything I know of, the slavery into 
which women have been brought of late 
years. Employers know that women 
have not the money to pay lawyers to 
sue for them, so they take advantage of 
their helplessness whenever they can. It 
is remarkable, however, that they settle 
up with great rapidity when the women 
come here to complain. Our counsel 
conducts worthy cases free of charge 
and has got verdicts in the civil courts 
for more than $50,000 since the onion be- 
gan its work." 


When Mrs. Creagh was asked why the 


wages of girls in factories, stores and of- 
fices were so small, she answered in al- 
most the same way as Misa Van Etten 
did.Women, she said, took the places of 
men in many occupations without or- 
ganizing themselves to obtain fair com- 
pensation. 
They took anything they 


could get. They expected to get married 
some time, and their work was a tempo- 
rary expedient, at first, to obtain pin 
money. Kowmany of them find that 
they hare really to support themselves, 
and their meager wages won't do it. 
StQl they bear their hardships, waiting 
everfor~the gay cavalier who is to come 
along and relieve them. With some 
work is a-necessity, with others it is not. 
Bnt few of them seem to consider that 
men hswe<suffered in consequence of the 
lowar standard of wages.—New York 
CcamneiaaljAdsertiser.
